5. Must reconcile to Budgeted Financial Performance (revenue and expenditure) 

6. Include finance leases and PPP capital funding component of unitary payment - total borrowing/repayments to reconcile to changes in Table SA17 

7. Total Capital Funding must balance with Total Capital Expenditure 

8. Include any capitalised interest (MFMA section 46) as part of relevant capital budget
